WELSH SUPERSTITIONS. - 


7hcy AdKociate Spectral Honnda With 


Mountain Storms. 


One of 1L" many curious superstitions 


of the Welbb peasantry is that of Cron 
Aiinwn, or—"^tbe spirit honnds of the 
air." 
When n storm rages over the 


mountains of Wales, the peasant will 
tell you that his oar can discern the 
howl of the Cron Annwn mingled with 
that of the wind, but sufficiently clear 
and distinct to admit of no mistake of 
what it is. 


Thpso "spirit hounds," he tells yon, 


are the spectral dogs which hunt the 
souls of the dead, or which foretell, by 
their expectant cry, the approaching 
death of some person of evil deeds. Few 
of those who pretend that they can so 
readily distinguish the cry of the soul 
hunting pntk are willing to admit that 
they have over actually seen a Ci-on 
Aniiwii, "for," they say, "who would 
linger until such specters dawned upon 
the sight?" They are described by Fali- 
esm, und also iu the "Mabinogion," 
where it is said they are of a clear, shin- 
ing white, with red ears. 
The above 


seems to be the universal description, 
and on that account the author of 
"Mythology of the Ancient Drnids" 
gives it as his opinion that they are 
really "mystical 
transformations of 


Drnidish priests, with their white robes 
and red tiarah." 


In tho popular superstitions of Ire- 


land, whero a similar belief in spectral 
houudd exist1-, they are said to be "jet 
black, with eyes and teeth of firo." Old 
Con MeMichael, who murdered 20 per- 
sons in the early part of tho fifteenth 
century, and who got rid of his victims 
by burning their bodies, is said to have 
boon eateu by spectral dogs "that could 
be seen high in the air awfully rending 
and tearing his flesr.. " One of the pecul- 
iarities of tho CJson Annwn, according 
to the Rev. Edmund James, is that the 
farther away they are the louder their 
cries appoar, the sound decreasing as they 
draw near.—Pittsburg Dispatch. 


- Feeding Ilablts of the Wcakflsh. 
"Tho-woatfls,h," said on old1 fisher- 


man, "appears to be very intelligent and 
quite well ablo to provide itself with 
foc-1. It will como up on the flood and 
\7ork its vray into the shallow places in 
tho flats, looking for things to eat, per- 
haps for soft shell crabs. It noses the 
nlva, or sea lettuce, about, looking un- 
der it for anything that may have been 
left there by the tide or that may have 
como theie after the tide went out. I've 
seeu woakfish &wim under a boat that 1 
was in that was anchored on the flats, 
on the way to places where the flood tide 
was making up. As the tide gets highei 
the weakflsh works along the sedge 
bank. The sedge bank is where the 
meadow land adjacent to a bay meets 
the sund; there may be there a bank 
perhaps 18 inches or 2 feet high at 
low water, and as the water rises the 
weakfish swims along this bank, look- 
ing, and when tho flood tide, still ris- 
ing, rises above the edge of the bank 
and runs back in the sedge grass the 
weakfish goes with it, looking about, in 
tho grass for things good to eat just as 
he dul under anil about tho ulva and in 
il.? ;\,Lo\s i,K,ces oil the fiats."—Now

President Cleveland Va a special mes- 


sage informed Congress of the con- 
dition of the gt>ld reserve, threw the elaborat 
responsibility of relieving the Treas- tee said: 
cry upon the legislative department of 
the Government and requested that it 
act before it took a recess. The House 
Committee on Ways and Means, which 
is the only committee of Congress that 
can originate revenue measures, pre- 
pared two bills which embody Mi-. 
Heed's ideas of tariff and financial re- 
orm. The tariff bill proposes a hori- 
zontal increase of 15 per cent on farm 
products, including live stock, to op- 
pease tbe granger element, and 60 per 
oent of the McKinley tariff on clothing 
wools, with a compensatory duty of 60 
per cent on the manufactured pro- 
duct to mollify New England. The 
doty on all grades of lumber is also 
flxed at 60 per cent of the McKiniey 
rate. A 15 per cent inc-ease is also 
proposed on manufactures of iron and 
steel, but the sugar schedule was not 
changed as it was deemed inexpedient 
to include sugar in the horizontal in- 
crease. 


The Bond bill i= simple in its details 


and is said to be approved by Secretary 
Carlisle and the President, which ou- 
courages its framers in tbe belief that 
it will pass the Senate, as the gold men 
of both old parties are expected to 
vote for it. It provides for the issu- 
ance of bonds, principal and interest 
payable in coin, and redeemable at the 
option of the Government at the end of 
five years. It changes the rate of in- 
terest provided in the act of 1875, under 
which bonds are now issued, 10 three 
per cent. It further provides for the 
issuance cf $50,000.000 coupon certifi- 
cates of indebtedness, with interest at 
ttuee per cent, to be used to meet the 
deficit in the treasury. There is no 
provision regarding the legal tender 
notes, but the bill, by separating the 
redemption fund from 
the general 


assets of the treasury, puts it in tbe 
power of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to temporarily retire the legal tenders 
or greenbacks when redeemed. 


It will be observed that this financial 


measure wholly ignores silver. Though 
there are 130,000,000 ounces of uncoined 
silver in the treasury, the seigniorage 
or profit on which, if coined, would be 
over $50,000,000, yet Mr. Reed's Con- 
gress prefers issuing interest bearing 
nott-8 to coining the silver. It should 
also be borne in mind that there are 
two mints now idle where the silver 
could be coined. 


The bond bill will doubtless go 


through the House of Representaives 
liku a dose of salts, but what will be its 
fate ia the Senate? Will men having 
the slightest regard for the interests of 
the people vote for a bill that imposes 
the burden of interest on the masses 
when it could be obviated by issuing 
legal tender non-interest bearing notes 
or by the coinage of the silver bullion 
stored in the treasury vaults? The 
JOURNAL will miss its guess if that bill 
does not make a square issue on th<? 
silver question as it does not seem pos- 
sible that the Senate will deliberately 
vote to impose unnecessary burdens 
on the public when the money string- 
ency could be relieved by coining the 
ailvev on hand or issuing non-interest 
bearing notes redeemable in gold or 
silver. The issuance of bonds will not 
add a dollar to the circulating me- 
dium; the issuance of legal tender 
notes or the coinage of silver would. 


Congress seems to think that the 


Constitution does not' give it authority 
to coin money and that it can only 
issue bonds, whereas the Constitution 
says nothing about bonds, but anthoi" 
izes Congress to coin money and regu- 
late the value thereof.

1 CONGRESSIONAL FKOCKKDINGS. 


A Tariff Bill Passed In u Few Hours. 
WASHINGTON, December 26.-Cbair- 


man Dingley of the Ways and Means 
Committee to-day reported 
to the 


House Tariff and Bond bills agreed 
HUUBQ J.»l*« — — 
. 
upon by the majority of the committee. 
The bills were accompanied by an 
elaborate report in which the eommit- 


e said: 
While we have presented in brief the 


measure reported, a horizontal increase 
of 15 per cent of the existing duties on 
all schedules but two, which is an ad- 
dition of less than 8 per cent to the 
average ad valorem rate (giving about 
$15000.000 revenue from thafsource), 
yet more than $25,000,000 of the $40.- 
000,000 which it is estimated this bill 
would add to our annual revenue wil 
come mainly from wooi, which is taker 
fro'm tbe free list and given a moderate 
duty. 
AUo from manufactures of wool, 


which are given a compensatory duty 
equivalent to the doty on wool (which 
is always necesssry when u duty is 
placed on wool), in order to give the 
wool-growers the benefit and make it 
possible to manufacture woolens at 
home. Such lumber as was placed ou 
the free list by the Act of 1890 without 
the slightest justification is restored 
to the dutiable list but with the duty 
only 16 per cent of the duties provided 
by the Act of 1890, giving the equiva- 
lent only about 15 per cent. 


Immediately after the rep-Hug of the

Aerlcnltnral Chemistry. 


Cbemistvy as the handmaiden of agri- 


cnltnre luw achieved a •wonderfnl suc- 
cess. Fertilizing the fields has not only 
become a well understood business, bnt 
is an exact science. There are methods 
of recovering waste products and utiliz- 
ing heretofore useless matter. 
It is 


knowu what is required to produce tho 
best potatoes and other crops, each oiio 
having supplied to it the chemical ne- 
cof-sities of its existence. Land, sea and 
die elements are taxed to fnvuish the 
constituents necessary to the best Rrcrwtb. 
of vegetation. It would have been a 
surprise to onr ancestors had they been 
told that there are common plants which 
derive a very small portion of their sub- 
sistence from the soil, bnt are fed from 
the air and water ; therefore, to tscdsr- 
stand the theories of drainage, rainfall, 
evaporation and absorption are matters 
of the ntmost moment. To nothing does 
agriculture owe such a debt ns to sci 
enco, for by its means tho waste placrs 
of the earth can be made productive, and 
by the introduction of new chemical ele- 
ments malarial and unwholesome soils 
are made fertile and transformed into 
healthy and agreeable dwelling placos 
— New York Ledger. 


Gatherings of Fowls Designated. 


The following is somewhat technical, 


bnt may be of interest to others besides 
sportsmen. 
"Double Barrel" writes: 


"In your usually accurate columns I no- 
tice that you fall into the common mis- 
take of speaking of a 'covey' of pheas 
ants. I know that many other people do 
the same thing. Tho term is wroug as 
applied to snuh game. It may be inter- 
esting to your readers to know what are 
the proper names to apply to assem 
blages of birds, and I therefore send you 
a short list of them : A covey of par- 
tridges ; a nye, nide, or nest of pfleasants ; 
a herd of swans ; an exalting of larks ; o 
watching of nightingales; a team oi 
ducks ; a muster of peacocks ; a bevy oi 
quails ; a flight of doves ; a flock or gag 
gle of geese ; a spring of teals ; a fall oi 
woodcocks ; a pack of grouse ; a sedge oi 
herons; a shoal of rooks; a trip ol
